The day opened with a_ basket 
lunch supplied by club members on 
the university campus and _ closed 
with a picnic lunch served on the 
fine home grounds of Richard Ball- 
horn, master farmer, and provided 
by Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ballhorn 
and Mr. and Mrs. Richard Ballhern, 
Wetaskiwin. 

Angus McDonell, St. Albert, club 
president, was chairman of the 
day. Credit was paid Miss E. L. 
Holmes for arrangements and to 
Lyle Robinson of Vermilion, vice- 
president, and other directors for 
the good attendance from a dis- 
tance. 

Ww. W. Stettler, president 
of the Alberta Shorthorn  associa- 
tion, expressed pleasure at the ad- 
vance made by the breed in this 
province.

Taking two of these high-produc- 


ing cows for illustration, J. P. 
Sackville, professor of animal hus- 
bandry, University of Alberta, 
pointed out the breed characteris- 
tics and good points shown by this 
dual purpose herd. 

On the L. E. Marr farm. a herd 
of 42 Shorthorns. all raised by the 
owner except the herd sire Lenten- 
crest, a |blood-red bull which came 
from the Prince of Wales ranch, 
was seen as well as several head of 
heifers this breeder: had just sold 
to John W. West, of Millet district, 
as foundation for a new herd. The 
original stock on this farm had 
come from the former Lyle herd of 
Strome. The sire, Lentencrest. was 
strictly Scotch bred. as was the 
stock of’ the farms visited pre- 
viously. 

Mr. Marr has 15 Shorthorn cows 
that produce an average of over 
8.000 pounds of milk annually and 
321 pounds butterfat, the herd test 
on milk averaging over four per 
cent. Three of the cows seen: held 
r.0.p. totals above five tons, one 
12,000 pounds, and another exceeded

on the creditable herd he had after 
14 years’ breeding, during which 
time he had made many = sales— 
done a good work in building up 
quality herds on other farms.

assets, and yet we are losing them 
at a tremendous rate every year. As 
fundamental to the discussion, he 
urged that the attitude of the peo- 
ple must be right, that industry and 
co-operation are essential, and that 
as a beginning there must be some 
effective organization for carrying 
out any plans adopted. 


The discussion was led by Mrs. 
Grow, dealing with the vocational 
training question, followed by D. O. 
Wight on the housing and home- 
making problem, and concluded by 
Z. W. Jacobs on “Production and, 
Conservation.” Then the meeting 
was opened to those present for dis- 
cussion, and many took part. The 
review of the discussion is divided 
into three heads: Vocational Train- 
ing, Housing and Production and 
Conservation. Many other things 
were said, dealiig notably with the 
question of industries that might be 
established, but this subject was so 
large and time so limited that Mr. 
Smith asked that this be no debated 
at present, and merely suggested 
that the committee had some 
teen different projects under con- 
sideration which would be proposed 
at an early meeting at some future 
date. He mentioned such possible 
industries as midget flour mills, 
cheese factories, more creameries, 
pea seed growing, sugar beet grow- 
ing, head lettuce .markets, small 
fruits for canneries, meat canning 
and home curing, knitting factory, 
hatcheries, brick kilns, fertilizer 
preparations, and several other 
things which might be projected.

conditions in this country. One- 
roomed houses must be replaced; 


open-air sheds and wire fences for 
barns must go'by the way, and the 
old method of hauling water in 


barrels, or allowing the pigs and 
cows to eat up the garden and 
trample down the trees and muss 
up the door yard must not be re 
peated. These things lie at the bot- 
tom of the discussion of every 
speaker. 


Organizing tours of young “people 
and older ones, for that matter, to 
go out over the district and see how 
many others are making a success 
of their operations is one way to 
get better conditions under way. 

Olbtaining timber permits, and the 
establishing of community saw mills 
would supply ijumber for buildings, 
might be supplemented by 
the use of rocks fond on every 
farm, just ordinary cobble stones 
answering the purpose well, in build- 
ing substantial and adenuate build- 
ings on every farm.

Production and Conservation 

Plant shelter belts if you would 
have a good garden and small fruits. 
Plant trees also for utility and 
beauty. They are worth thousands 
of dollars on any farm. 

Grow fruits, vegetables and every- 
thing needed for the table which it 
is possilble to grow in this country, 
ana then preserve these things in a 
clean and easily accessible cellar. 
Smoke or cure your meat, preserve 
eggs for winter, pit your carrots and 
parsnips in dry sand in the cellar, 
bottle the beans, dry the peas, keep 
the cabbage cool and dry, bottle the 
rhubarb in cold pack, keep wool and 
feathers, etce., for your own use. 

Conserve moisture on the farm by 
windbreaks, and thy furrows on_ hill 
sides to keep the run-off water on 
the land and thus. supply needed 
moisture for hay even on a dry 
farm. 

Chop all hay as well as grain bé- 
fore feeding it, and by so doing 
straw may even be fed and the 
cattle will do well on it 

Secure the winter's shonty of fuel 
during the summer, either by get- 
ting our wood, or by obtaining coal 
concessions, some men _ having ob- 
tained as much as 20 tons of good 
coal for an actual cost in money of 
only $5. Many people in this district 
have burned coal mined by them- 
selves and thus” solved the fuel 
problem during the past winter. 

Change the system of taxation 
whereby taxes are payable on in- 
come instead of taxing the land. <A 
per bushel tax, or a per pound tax 
on all produce, would supply ample 
revenue and leave the homebuilder 
free from the threat of tax sales, 
and give all an incentive to build 
homes instead of rent—to build for 
permanency. 

The basic industry of this foot- 
hills country is livestock, and farm- 
ers should not dispose of their 
foundation stock, but rather hold 
tight until the prices are better 
when they will realize upon their 
present holdings. Now is the time 
to cull out the fboarders, and  im- 
prove the quality of all animals 
kept. We are still too “wheat- 
minded,” and musf solve the feed 
problem rather than plant wheat and 
grains for selling.

$12,000 SPENT FOR GREENFEED 
AND HAY IN CAMROSE DISTRICT 


Farmers in the immediate district. 
that is. within a radius of twenty- 
fve miles with Camrose as a centre 
rave ibenefitted to the extent of 
more than $12,000 in the past two or 
three months through shipments of 
baled greenfeed and hay, bought and 
distributed by R. L. Rushton, act- 
ing on instructions from the depart- 
ment of agriculture in the Saskatche- 
wan government. In reply to a re- 
cent inquiry, Mr. Rushton stated that 
160 cars.of hay have been shipped 
out of the locality. The price for 
the greenfeed varied from $5.50 to 
$6.50 per ton and the hay from $6.00 
to $7.00 per ton. Instructions from 
the Saskatchewan government pro- 
vided for the shipment of another ten 
or fifteen cars of greenfeed. So far 
as the greenfeed is concerned, many 
farmers consider the revenue from 
its sale in the nature of “found 
money,” as many had a surplus which 
under some _ circumstances would 
have gone to waste..—Canadian.

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FINISHING OF BABY BEEF 
SUCCEEDING AT LACOMBE 
Lacombe, June 11.—Success of a 
new venture in Lacombe district, fin- 
ishing of red label baby beef for the 
British market out of surplus calves 
from southern Alberta ranches, was 
claimed Friday at the First Feeders’ 
day ever held here. A tour of the 
district was made under the auspices 
of the board of trade and inspection 
of the fat yearlings made on six of 
the representative farms of the dis- 
trict by 250 people for the convey- 
ance of which 60 autos were pressed 
into use. 


There was concrete evidence that 
Lacombe, long known as one of the 
Outstanding districts of Canada in 
the breeding of purebred cattle, has 
added to its mixed farming activities 
the intensive feeding of beef cattle, 
and with profit. The crowd heard 
from Charles Abbot that through 
fattening 100 Hereford heifers from 
the McIntyre ranch at Magrath, he 
had found “sale” for $1,400 worth 
of feed at current market prices 
right on his own farm and besides 
had $500 for ‘his trouble, according 
to a weigh-up made Thursday. 


Most of the stock was supplied iby 
the Red Label Beef Growers’ asso- 
ciation under a district contract by 
which the farmers were guaranteed 
a minimum price of six cents per 
pound on every pound of weight 
added while on the feed lots. How- 
ever, on the farm of Alfred Day 
there was seen a lot of 42 animals 
which had been purchased outright 
with their dams last August. They 
had made remarkable gains on dry 
grain in a boarded corral without a 
roof over their heads all winter. One 
expert valued these yearlings at $50 
per head, on current market prices. 

A full day was devoted to the tour 
of inspection and brief speeches were 
made by government representatives, 
livestock officials, ranchers and 
farmers. The day opened at the do- 


minion experimental farm where the 
livestock was inspected. A barbecue 
beef dinner was served on the beau- 


tiful lawn of the ‘Charles Afjbot 
farm, and moving pictures of the 
beef cattle industry on Alberta 


ranches, feed lots and overseas were 
shown at night im the theatre by 
W. H. Mcintyre, ot Magrath. 

When speeches followed the pic- 
nic dinner, Hon. Irene Parlby, on 
behalf of the government expressed 
gratification that success was at- 
tending efforts to finish, within the 
province, surplus ranch cattle and 
hoped the movement would grow. 

H. A. Craig, deputy minister of 
agriculture, congratulated the dis- 
trict on going into the finishing of 
cattle on a large scale. 


40TH ANNIVERSARY OF

These teas were 
being sold from chests, exposed to 
air, dust, dampness, foreign odours, 
and so forth all detrimental to the 
quality of tea. In England, which 
was, and still is, the greatest tea- 
drinking country in the world, Ceylon 
and Indian teas of fine quality had 
practically displaced China teas, and 
it occurred to Larkin that Canadians 
also would prefer these finer teas. 
He consequently introduced a Ceylon 
and Indian blend to this Continent. 
He then conceived the idea of pack-. 
ing it in metal packages, in order 
that it would reach the consumer in- 
tact, with its flavour and quality un- 
impaired by dampness, store odours, 
ets. This step revolutionized the tea 
market on this Continent. 

He sought a name for his product 
and decided on “Salada,” which 
was the name of an old Indian tea 
garden. All that was left now was to 
tell the public about it. He wisely

CANADA SUPPLIES 


ITS OWN BUTTER 


Canada has developed in the past 
year into an important butter export- 
ing country after supplying its do-| 
mestic requirements, amounting to 
around 217,000,000 Ibs., instead of | 
having to import butter for its own | 
requirements as in former years. 
Canada in 1931 is estimated to have 


produced 224,661,940 lbs. of butter, of 
which she exported 10,680,500 Ibs. 


Her imports were comparatively neg- 
ligible to that of other years, amount 
ing to only 2,821,317 lbs. In 1930 the 


estimated domestic consumption of 
butter was around 223,000,000 Ibs., 
with domestic production amounting 


to 185,751,061 Ibs., and exports to on- 
ly 1,180,400 lbs. In that year Can- 
ada imported 38,606,055 lbs. 


BABE BAPTIZED UNDER CROSS 


The following description of a Ku 


Klux ceremonial comes from the 
Provost News: 

Weird and eerie was the scene at 
the christening of Cecile Albertina 
Georgina Buton, of Ribstone, at 
Chauvin Wednesday night. In a chill 
biting wind, under a moonless’ sky 
and in the full glare of a fifty-foot 
fiery cross amid a sea of up-turned 
faces this tiny mite of humanity re- 
ceived its name and was. sprinkled 
with water — said to have been 
brought from the river Boyne in Ire- 
land—+by Rev. W. H. Zook, of Provost, 
atop of a farm truck on a knoll in 
Chauvin sports grounds. Immediate- 
ly thereafter, the national anthem 
having been sung by the thousand 
people in the crowd, the infant was 
declared an honorary member of the 
Ku Klux Klan by J. J. Maloney, the 
speaker of the evening. 

Maloney who had been introduced 
by A. Millar, M.L.A., of Biggar, as the 
man who put the Anderson govern- 
ment into power in Saskatchewan, 
held the attention of the crowd with 
a lively speech. He wasn’t opposing 
individuals, he said, but a system; 
and he pleaded for one flag, one 
school, one language—and things like 
that. He particularly desired free 
speech and a free untramelled press. 

The fiery cross was a huge pole 50 
feet high and with 20-foot cross arm, 
all wrapped with burlap and soaked 
with various combustibles.

monton Journal concerning the trip 
made by H. K. Henry of Camrose, 
Mike Miller of Grimshaw, and Fred 
Firth from McConnell Creek, B.C., 
|gola mining area) to Fort Graham 
reveals to some extent the perils 
which the three men facecd, and 
which one of the number. Firth. fail- 
ed to survive. 

Additional details of the tragedy 
in which Fred Firth. Edmonton youth 
lost his life on the Finlay river on 
May 22, were contained in a com- 
munication to the Journal Friday, 
from Prince George, B.C. 

Hal. K. Henry of Camrose and 
Mike Miler, Grimshaw, who manag- 
ed to reach shore safely when the 
raft on which they were floating 
down the Finlay river with Firth, 
struck a log jam, went on to Prince 


George with O. P. Olson, river trans- ; 


port manager of the Rush Transfer. 

Miller and Henry were members 
of a party of 15 who were prospect- 
on McConnell Creek 


ing for gold 
They arrived there on March 16, 
having gone in by plane from 
Jurn’s Lake. 

The group took only a small 
quantity of provisions to the dist- 
rict as they expected that supplies 
would be taken to them at regular 
intervals by aeroplane — owing to 


heavy = snowfalls and unavorable 
weather conditions, the plane was 
not able to fly supplies to MeCon- 
nell Creek after April 6 and by 
May 16 the condition of the party 
Was desperate. 

Henry and Miller volunteered to 
go fcr supplies and Firth offered 
to accompany them. 

The three set out with the rifles 
blankets and a small quantity of food. 
The route taken was over the Ingen- 
ika river to Fort Graham. The jour- 
ney at that time of the year was ex- 
tremely dangerous, spring freshets 
transforming rivers and creeks into 
raging torrents. 

In addition deep

North Fork creek and Flaneua creek 
in which the water was racing at 
a high speed, had to be waded or 
swum by the party. 

Despite terrible hardships the trio 
reached the mouth of Pelly creek, 
where a halt was made to build a 
raft before confinuing toward Fort 
Graham. 

The water was ice cold in the In- 
genika river and the three men had 
to battle continuously to keep their 
frail craft from being caught on log 
jams, tree roots or hidden rocks. 
Several times it was necessary to 
jump onto sand bars and pull the 
raft around log jams. 

Hopes of assistaance being obtain- 
ed from Indians and trappers at the 
mouth of the Ingenika were dashed 
upon reaching that point, when it was 
found that the Indians were all out 
with the last fur catch. It was there- 
fore decided to keep on in the direc- 
tion of Fort Graham. 


When the Finlay river was 
| reached conditions became much 
more severe. Owing to the force of 


ithe “current, it was impossible to 
keep the raft in the main channel 
lof the river, and it was a case of 
trusting to luck. 

Not long after the journey down 
, the Finlay was commenced. the raft 
,was hurled against a log j 


jam with 


great force. Miller jumped = and 
jlanded safely on the mass of float- 
‘ing logs and a second later Henry 
‘also. was able to reach safety, but 


(Firth, after his feet struck the 
i quivering mass, lost his balance and 
‘slid into the seething torrent and 
was swept before either Mil- 
jler or Henry had an opportunity to 
| assist him. 

The survivors discovered that the 
log jam was at the point of an is- 
land and after making a temporary 
raft of logs and willows they safely 
erossed to the mainland. 

At noon the next day Fort Gra- 
ham was reached and the men were 
cared for by Factor Revenel. For 
seven days the pair had been ex- 
posed to dangers of one kind or 
another and during the last thirty- 
six hours of the journey had tbeen 
without food—Edmonton Journal.

We return to the subject of pas- 
teurization of milk in order to em 
phasize dts importance. We make 
no apology for repeatedly referring to 
pasteurization because in that pro- 
cess we possess one of the most ef- 
fective means of controlling or mini- 
mizing the occurrence of certain dis- 
eases, 

Milk may we dangerous because it 
may act as the conveyor and distrib- 
utor of disease germs. Because milk 
is so widely used and: consumed in 
such large quantities, it is obvious 
that if it is contaminated with the 
germs of disease, it is almost sure to 
spread disease amongst a large num- 
ber of people. Disease germs may 
enter the milk directly from the cow, 
that is, the cow suffering from con- 
tagious abortion or tuberculosis may 
pass out the germs of these diseases 
in the milk, or the milk may after 
milking (be contaminated with dis- 
ease germs from the cow which have 
left the body of the animal in its ex- 
creta. 

Disease germs may also gain en- 
tance into the milk from the milker 
or other milk handlers. The germs of 
disease are to be found not only in 
the bodies of those actually ill but al- 
so during the time when they are 
coming down with the disease and 
often for a considerabe time after 
recovery. 

The germs leave the body in

During the year ending March 31st, 
1931, through the government liquor 
stores of Alberta, 942,470 sales were 
made to holders of individual per- 
mits, at an average for each sale of 
$4.80. 

3,542 gallons of beer, ale and 
stout were sold which was 91.88 per 
cent of total sales. 

Total sales amounted to $4,678,100. 
The net profit for the rear is $1,738,- 
942. 

Approximately 3,521,500 gallons of 
malt liquor manufactured in Alberta 
were disposed of by the brewers 
through Distributors Ltd. to licensees, 
permit holders, and the Board during 
the year. The brewers also exported 
to another province some 360,000 gals. 
Taxes paid to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment during the year by the Board 
and the brewers of Alberta totalled 
more than $2,087,000. 

No account is given in the report of 
the happy homes and precious indi- 
viduals exploited during the year’s 
business, 
It is stated that no authority can 
granted under the government 
Liquor Control Act of Alberta to any 
person to manufacture home-made 
wine or beer, and no permission is 
granted by the Federal Government 
to make wine or beer in contravention 
of the Alberta laws.
